THE DEFENCE establishment is 
to spend hundreds of million of 
pounds on strengthening fortifi- 
cations along ‘the border with 
Jordan, Although top priority is 
being given to fortifications in 
Sinai, now that the Golan line is 
finished, ἃ considerable effort is 
already under way in ‘the Jordan 
Valley. 

Settlements are being incorpora- 
ted in the overall system, and also 
belng provided with the means of 
defending themselves independently. 

The IDF are planning on the as- 
Sumption that Jordan will be in- 
volved in any future war, with the 
threat that this entails to Israel's 
heavily populated central sector. 
The dangers are increased by the 
fact that Jordan has the best of 
the Arab armies, even though it is 
limited in size and its border is 
long and difficult to defend. 

The entry of foreign forces Into 
Jordan, in addition to the Saudi 
units now there, would change the 
situation radically and present a 
Significant threat to Israel. There 
is also a possibility that Jordan's 
Arab neighbours could supply it 
with weapons absent from its pre- 
sent arsenal, notably anti-aircraft 
missiles. 

At present the bulk of the Jor- 
danian armour and artillery is de- 
ployed in the hills between the bor- 
der and Amman, There are no speci- 
fie signs that it is preparing for 
war, but it could do so without 
much trouble. 

Should hostilites break out, Jor- 
dan is likely to aim for clear terri- 
torlal achievements. Israel on the 
other hand can be expected to take 
the fighting across the Jordan as 
early as possible. 

Although the Jordenian border 
has been ouiet recently apart from 
the terrorist attack on Beit Shean, 
there were a number of sabotage 
activities across the border in Sep- 
tember and October and the posst- 
bility is not ruled out that there was 
some official acquiesence in these 
operations. They included shelling 
of Neot Hakikar and a number of 
border crossing by terrorist units. 

There is no evidence at present 
that Jordan is allowing the terror- 
ista to revive thelr activities, but 
it 1s possible that Hussein may 
have to submit to pressure and 
take the risk of allowing them to 
operate against Israel from his ter- 
ritory. Should this happen, !t is 
unlikely that Israel will only rely 
on {ts preventive and defensive 
methods, which have proved largely 
successful in the past. 

One of the chief motives for the 
terrorists to renew operations in 
Jordan would be to try and get 
men and equipment to the West 
Bank, where there {is considerable 
readiness to take part in terrorist 
activities but a lack of organization 
and especially of sabotage equip- 
ment and weapons. In recent weeks 
the level of sabotage activity in the 
West Bank and Israel reached a 
peak of about doubie the pre-Yom 
Kippur War level, although most 
of it was ineffectual, because of the 
limited means available. 

A major reason for the lack of 
equipment is the effectiveness of 
the searches of persons crossing the 
Jordan bridges into Israel territory. 
Both people and vehicles are closely 
searched, with X-ray and metal 
detecting instruments, ‘and much 
sabotage material, as well 88 or- 
ders In writing, are stopped. But 
certain amounts still trickle through 
here and elsewhere.

Jerusalem to preserve 
108 special buildings

It was re- 
leased in a 107-page report by 
the Municipality yesterday, and 
will be sent shortly to the Re- 
gional Committee for Planning 
and Building for final authoriza- 
ton. 

“Aside from antiquities protect- 
ed by law," read the report, “there 
is no protection at all for these 
sites, and a new law must be 
made to preserve their distinct- 
iveness. But until then, we must 
use all the-means at the. dis;

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Knesset motion to overrule decision is defeated 


Peres denies action against 
Sharon was ‘mean, vengeful’

Knesset supporters of Ariel 
Sharon failed yesterday to sway 
the House in_ their efforts to 
overrule the Government in its 
decision barring reserve colonels 
and generals from membership 
of the Knesset. 

The attempt came in a motion 
for the agenda by Likud member 
Baim Landau. Charging that Sha- 
ron was being “penalized” for want- 
ing to serve his country both in 
the army and in the legislature, 
Landau said the Knesset Members 
Immunity Law, while setting down 
guidelines for members’ service in 
the reserves, said nothing about 
rank. Hence, the Cabinet's ban on 
Sharon was “arbitrary, ill-advised, 
mean, vengeful and politically 
motivated.” 

He continued: “The Knesset must 
discuss this action by the Cabinet 
and alter it. It is an action by the 
executive which is in direct conflict 
with the Immunity Law. The Cabi- 
net is misleading the people and 
actually encouraging politicization 
of the army. The ministers acted 
according to their narrow-minded 
partisan perspectives. Only the 
Knesset should be authorized to 
spell out the terms of service for 
its members.” 

Apparently taken aback by the 


intensity of the criticism, Defence 
Minister Shimon Peres replied with 
less than his usual élan “Our de- 
cision was not motivated by poli- 
ties," he said in a low tone. “I 
respect and admire Arik Sharon's 
abilities as a commander. But, be- 
cause of his rank, the question of 
his placement in the forces was ἃ 
prerogative that had to remain with 
the Cabinet. 

“We have a similar situation in 
the Civil Service. A junior grade 
civil servant may stand for the 
Knesset; a senior Civil Service 
worker may not.” 

Mr. Peres admitted that there 
had been differences of opinion in 
the Cabinet about the ban on Mr. 
Sharon’s dual service. “One view,” 
he disclosed, “was that Sharon 
should be required to resign only 
from the Foreign Affairs and De- 
fence Committee (where his vote 
could conflict with an order he 
had received from his superior of- 
ficer, the Chief of Staff.) Another 
view was that he should also be 
required to resign from the Knes- 
set — the view that prevailed.” 

The Defence Minister also claim- 
ed that Mr. Sharon had been of- 
fered a certain position in the 
Regular Army by the Chief of 
Staff, but had turned it down be- 
cause it was not to his liking. 

Likud Member Yigal Horowitz, 


who was sitting next to Sharon, 
interjected: ‘That's not precisely 
what occurred. Arik requested ἃ 
field command post from the Chief 
of Staff, but this was rejected.” 

Another Likud Member asked Mfr. 
Peres: “If Knesset and Cabinet 
membership is incompatible with 
holding of a high rank in the mili- 
tary, how come Minister Haim Bar- 
Lev wasn't asked to resign when he 
was mobilized (during the Yom 
Kippur War)?" 

To this, Mr. Peres answered that 
Mr. Bar-Ley had indeed offered to 
resign from the Cabinet as soon as 
he was called to the front, out this 
was turned down. 

For Mr. Peres, the “Sharon Rule” 
— as it has deen dubbed by the 
cpposition — was aimed at avoiding 
polticization of the forces. He said: 
“A commander cannot take orders 
originating in the Cabinet on one 
day of the week, and then stand up 
in the Knesset later in the week 
and question those orders,” 

In the tally, Haim Landau's 
Motion gained only 33 votes against 
the 52 for the Defence Minister's 
proposal to strike it off. Six mem- 
bers — from Moked, the Tora Front 
and the Citizens’ Rights Movement 
—abstained. The Independent Lib- 
erais and a few of the National 
Religious Party members voted with 
the Alignment. Sharon did not vote.

The agreement also provides for 
the exchange of experts and of tech- 
nical know-how on a wide range of 
agricultural subjects.

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Message brought to P.E.N. Congress 
Unesco hopes for a 
‘dialogue’ with Israel

One day after three of the lead- 
ing writers participating in the 
38th P.EN. International Congress 
called for a worldwide boycott of 
Unesco over its anti-Israel resolu- 
tions, the Unesco representative, 
French-Jewish writer Alex Bloch 
(who writes under the pen-name 
Jean Blot), yesterday morning 
brought the Congress the Unesco 
Director-General’s message of 8 
“hope of dialogue.” 

Speaking at Jerussiem’s Diplomat 
Hotel at the Congress's first literary 
seasion, Mr. Bloch said the Director- 
General promised “patience, dialogue, 
consensus,” and to try his “best to 
bring all those involved to emerge 
from their shell and reach general 
agreement.” 

He spoke of the “universality of 
the arts” and said there was “no 
alternative to universality but the 
destruction of this planet.” 

On , Germany's Heinrich 
Boell, International P.E.N.  vice- 
president, America’s Saul Bellow 
and France's Eugene Tonesco called 
for a general boycott of Unesco 
when they spoke at a press con- 
ference. 

‘The Jerusalem Municipality hes 
meanwhile withdrawn its invitation 
to the director-general of Umesco to 
attend the Jerusalem Prize ceremony 
which traditionally opens the Jeru- 
salem Book Fair. The Fair will be 
held in April, 

Yesterday morning’s session was 
Gevoted to the theme of ‘National 
Literature and Human Understand- 

." The main speakers were Eng- 
land's V.S. Pritchett, International 
P.E.N. president; France's Robert 
Aron; and Israel's Shulamit Hare- 
ven and Yitzhak Orpaz. The latter 
spoke of Hebrew literature as a 
“literature of siege," adding: “What 
can we Israelis give the world 
if not a cruel mirror!? And pos- 
sibly also — I hesitate to say it — 
an irrational hope.” 

At Monday night’s opening ses- 


sion at the Jerusalem Theatre, 
Pritchett thanked Israel for inviting 
P.E.N. to hold this Congress here, 
saying: “This was a courageous 
invitation." He added: “To Europe- 
ans, Israel means their childhood; 
it means the Bible they were taught 
and read.” 


Boell, in his keynote speech on 
Monday night, characterized our 
time as “the century of refugees 
and captives.” He said that the 
Jewish people, who know well the 
meaning of expulsion, must today 
find themselves in a dilemma over 
the fact that their return to their 
homeland after 2,000 years of exile 
and persecution has meant the mig- 
ration of other people. 

israel’s Aharon Megged, in the 
second keynote speech, gave a 
lyrical-mystical survey of the Heb- 
rew language and its development 
and role in the direction of Jewish 
Mfe and thought over the ages, 

Hanna <Abu-Hanna, the _ Israel 
Arab writer, in the third keynote 
talk, spoke of the problems involved 
in uaing literature to form a bridge 
between Jews and Arabs. He noted 
that at a number of meetings be- 
tween writers of “πε two na- 
tions” over the last few years, "the 
discussion was sidetracked into a 
presentation of the political ideo- 
logical progammes of the authors." 
Abu-Hanna was ill, and his speech 
was read — first in Arable, then in 
English — by Mahmoud Abassj, of 
Shfaram. 

The theme of the three keynote 
talks was “Cultural Heritage and 
Creativeness in the Literature of 
Our Times.” 

Last night the participants were 

guests of Mayor Teddy Kollek at a 
reception at the Israel Museum, 
where they were given a guided 
tour.

Soviet dissident writers 
‘denounce Unesco action

. —- Soviet dissident writers 
Alexander Galitch, Vladimir Maxi- 
mof, Victor Nekrassof and Andrei 
Siniavski yesterday denounced the 
Unesco votes against Israel as 
moves to exclude the Jewish state 
from the world body amid inter- 
National indifference. 

The authors—all living outside the 
Soviet Union — declared in a joint 
statement issued in Paris: “In these 
times of trouble and of pain for 
hearts, souls and consciences, we 
Russian writers who have gone 
through the bitter value of totali- 
tarian lies and violence cannot hold 
our peace. We cannot fail to react 
while the sacred cultural right of 
an entire people is trampled under- 
foot: that of being represented in 
an international organization on the 
same terms as other nations.” 

The Soviet writers said that peace 
could not be purchased at the price 


of dishonour a lesson which 
Munich had taught the world during 
the 1930s. They added: “Sooner or 
later such an Irresponsible policy 
will, like a boomerang, deal a 
deadly whiplash blow to its authors. 


“The attempt to exclude from an 
international organization a sover- 
eign and democratic state is a wor- 
rying, if not threatening fact. But 
even more worrying is the moral 
indifference with which most gov- 
ernments have greeted this 111- 
augured event. 


“Only in a few countries has 
Unesco’s infamous decision aroused 
serious concern. The most eminent 
figures have spoken up to pour 
violent. blame. on the organization 
which has become so sadly notorious 
and they are henceforth refusing 
to cooperate with it. But, as ex- 
pected, these protests have not pro- 
duced any effect in the ‘fortress of 
eulture’.”

Wilson says missing 
MP was not a spy 


LONDON (UPI). — Prime Minister 
Harold Wilson said yesterdey there 
is no truth whatever in press and 
other reports that missing former 
Labour Government Minister John 
Stonehouse was an agent of the 
American CIA or a Communist spy. 

He also denied that Stonehouse 
was under investigation or survell- 
lance by British security services 
before he disappeared in Miami 
Beach, Florida, nearly a month ago. 

“There is no truth whatever in 
these reports,” Wilson said in a 
statement to Parliament. 

Wilson delivered his denial after 
growing demands in Parliament for 
comment on the reports which have 
made big headlines in British .news- 
papers. 2 

As Prime Minister, Wilson also 
is head of Britain’s intelligence 
services. 

Stonehouse, 49, a former Labour 
Government Aviation Minister and 
Minister of Posts and Telecommuni- 
cations, was last seen on November 
21 when he left his Miami Beach 
hotel to go swimming. 

A report in two London news- 
papers said Stonehouse was one of 


three British lawmekers named as 
a spy for the Communists by Josef 
Frottk, former head of Czechoslovak 
intelligence in Britain, who defected 
to the United States in 1969. 

‘Wilson sald “publicity has been 
tecently given to allegations thet 
Mr. Stonehouse wes spying for the 
Czechoslovak intelligence service at 
the time he held ministerial office. 
These allegations were first made 
by a Czechoslovak defector in 1969. 
With my approval the Security 
Services investigated these allega- 
tlons fully at the time.” 

Wilson continued: “The Security 
Services advised me at. that time 
there was no evidence to support 
the allegations. I am today advised 
again that no evidence to support 
these allegations has come to light.” 

Commenting on reports that 
Stonehouse was 2 CIA agent, Wilson 
said “he was not an agent of the 
CIA.” 

Wilson added: “I have no infor- 
mation about his disappearance. 
This is being investigated by 
American police authorities who 
are, of course, in touch with our 
authorities.” 


Congress compromise on 
military aid to Turks 


WASHINGTON. -— Congressional 
leaders have agreed on a compro- 
mise foreign aid bill which extends 
the deadline for cutting off U.S. 
military aid to Turkey until Feb- 
ruary 5, Senator Hugh Scott of 
Pennsylvania said yesterday. 

The controversial aid package was 
discussed at the White House yes- 
terday morning by President Ford 
and 20 congressional leaders. 

Under the compromise, President 
Ford will be allowed to continue 
military assistance to Turkey 
suspended under temporary legisla- 
tion which expires this week — 
until February 5. 

But he will then have to report 
to Congress on progress reached in 
solving the Cyprus crisis, and on 
Turkey’s use of American arms in 
last July's invasion of the Mediter- 
ranean island. 

Senator Scott, the 


Republican 


minority leader, told reporters that 
critics of Turkey's use of US. 
weapons, including Senator Thomas 
Eagleton of Missouri and Represen- 
tative John Brademas of Indians, 
a Greek-American, had agreed to 
the February 5 date. 

American military aid for Turkey 
was cut-off on December τὸ by 
earlier legislation despite ig Ol 
jections from the White House, 
which said the move could damage 
the U.S. strategic position in the 
eastern Mediterranean. 

But the Senate voted to extend 
the aid until February 13. The 
House voted, however, to prolong 
the cutoff until Turkey agreed to 
remove its troops from war-torn 
Cyprus. ° 

The February 5 date was a con- 
cession by the Senate and appeared 
to be welcomed by Mr. Ford.

C'ttee trims U.S. grant 
aid to Israel by $15m.

WASHINGTON. — Determined to 
trim foreign aid funds, a joint 
House of Representatives-Senate 
committee yesterday decided to slice 
$l5m. off the Senate-approved 
$79.5m, increase in grant economic 
assistance to Israel. 


The committee, which met to 
work out House and Senate diffe- 
rences in thé still-pending foreign 
aid bill, ruled that earmarked funds 
for Israel ahould total $664.5m., 
$15m. less than the Senate had 
authorized. 


The committee's recommendations 
must now be voted upon onceagain 
by the House and Senate. If ap- 
proved — as expected — this year’s 
foreign aid bill will go to the Presi- 


dent by next week for his signa- 
ture.

General Assembly deplores 
‘Israel attacks on camps’ 


UNITED NATIONS (UPI). — The 
UN General Assembly yesterday 
called on Israel to halt Immediately 
attacks on "Palestinian refugee 
camps,” and Egypt warned that an- 
other Middle East war could spread 
well beyond the area. Israeli planes 
and artillery have struck at terror 
bases in Lebanon. 


The denunciation of Israel came 
im a series of votes approving ex- 
tension of the mandate of the UN 
Relief and Works Agency (Unrwa) 
until July 1, 1978, to care for an 
estimated 1.5 million Palestinian 
refugees. 

The resolutions strongly appealed 
for aid from all sources for Unrwa. 
which in 1975 faces a $40m, deficit of 
its budget of $118m. to keep services 
at the same level as this year. 

Three resolutions were appreved 
without a vote or without a aega- 
tive vote. 

But a Third World proposal de- 
nouncing Israel was passed by 105 
to 6 with 17 abstentions. Those vot- 
ing against were Israel, the U.S. 


Bolivia, Barbados, Costa Rica and 
Nicaragua. 

The resolution called upon Israel 
to take steps immediately to allow 
Palestinians to return to their homes 
and lands in Israel-occupied ureas. 

The assembly “deplores Israeli 
military attacks on refugee camps 
and calls upon Israel immediately 
to desist from such attacks,” the 
resolution said. It asked Secretary 
General Kurt Waldheim to ceport 
to the Assembly on implementation 
of the resolution by Israel. 

Israeli Ambassador Jacob Doron 
labelled the resolution a “high-falut- 
ing reaffirmation of demands, claims 
and allegations which have no basis 
in fact or law.” 

Egyptian representative Ahmed 
Esmat Abdel Meguid said the reso- 
lution's aim was to “spare the whole 
world the sufferings of a new war 
in this region. 

“The destructive effects of a new 
war could go well beyond the area,” 
he said. .

Europe dumps dollars 
and pounds for gold 


BRUSSELS (UPI). — European in- 
vestors and money dealers yesterday 
dumped dollars and pounds, forcing 
them to. record low values against 
European currencies. Gold and the 
Swiss franc rose in value under 
heavy buying demand. 

Buropean dealers cited what they 
called general disillusionment with 
the American economy as the reason 
for the decline in the dollar. 

The West German central bank 
bought some $10m. to prevent the 
slide going further and the cur- 
rency ended the day at 2.423 marks 
compared with 2.446 marks over- 
night. 

“There was virtually no demand 
for dollars in the foreign exchange,” 


one dealer said. 

Gold closed out the day $6 up in 
London, at $189 per ounce <com- 
pared with Monday's close of $183. 
The metal registered a similar rise 
in both Frankfurt and Zurich. 

“The market has been active, ati- 
mulated by the agreement between 
the French and U.S. Presidents that 
governments should be able to-re- 
value their gold reserves at the 
free market prices," one dealer said 
in London. 

The dollar registered its worst fall 
in Zurich, where it ended the day 
at a record all-time low of 2.5515 
Swiss francs. The movement into 
francs came despite recent Swiss 
moves to stem the dollar inflow.

Curing the mentally ill through diet 


LONDON (UPI). -— A British psy- 
chiatrist yesterday reported success 
in treating mental illness through 
a change in the patient’s diet. 

Dr. Richard Mackarness made the 
disclosure in the National Associa- 
tion of Mental Health magazine 
“Mind Out." He estimated that one- 
third of ail mental illness is likely 
to be the result of unrecognized 
food allergies. 

Mackarness claimed 75 per cent 
success during the past 10 years 
in testing hia dietary theory. 

For example, he said, one woman 
patient had been badly disturbed 


for seven years and was in and 
out of hospitals 13 times. He made 
rer fast for five days and then 
carried out controlled changes in 
her diet. 

His findings. he said, were that 
she was sensitive to eggs, cereal, 
instant coffee, veal, tongue, ham 
and chocolate. By eliminating these 
from her diet she was able to 
give up all drugs and was no longer 
depressed. 

“Ber general practitioner could 
thardly recognize her,” he wrote, 
“and didn't believe she wag no longer 
on drugs.”

DAMASCUS (AP). — The Pales-

Consumption 
of off and oil products was down 
by 15.7 per cent in Denmark, 22.8 
per cent in Holland, 19.1 per cent 
in Belgium, 16 per cent in Luxem- 
bourg. 

In Italy it went down by 41 per 
cent and 3.7 per cent in Ireland. 

No overall European-wide figure 
was issued. But the. statistics indi- 
cated that the Europeans came close 
to the 10 per cent cut which the 
U.S. has said the industrial nations 
must make to cope with the energy 
crisis. 

The figures were issued as the 
nine Common Market nations met 
to debate energy problems.

Hussein: War inevitable, 
Israel could use A-bomb 


LONDON (UPI). — King Hussein 
of Jordan ssid in an interview pub- 
lished yesterday that only the un- 
foreseen can prevent the outbreak 
of a new Middle East war. He added 
that “in certain circumstances” Is- 
reel could use muclear weapons. 

“The indications are that the Is- 
raelis either expect, or might be 
thinking of starting, a milltary ope- 
ration in the near future," he said 
in an interview in the “Guardian” 
newspaper. 

*Unless something unforeseen hap- 
pens — and I hope it does — I 
believe that the prospects of war 
are very real,” he said. 

Hussein said it appeared to him 
that “they are building up their 
‘strength to the maximum possible 
extent, And we know, of course, that 
for a number of years they have 
had the ability to make ἃ nuclear 
device. Whether they actually have 
it or not I don't know. but I would 
not be surprised if they have.” 

In reply to 8 question, Hussein 
said he believed that “In certain cir- 


cumstances" Israel would probably 
use the nuclear weapon in the Mii- 
dle East. 

He said ‘he agreed with King 
Hassan of Morotco’s assessment 
that the balance of power 15 shifting 
to the Arabs in the long run, and 
so far as Israel is concerned, “I 
think that unless they change their 
attitude and mentality — it is very 
sad — the threat of Israel's des- 
truction will sooner or later be 
there.” 


PLO confirms Rabat 
plot to kill Hussein 


TUNIS (UPI). — Arab terrorist 
leader Abou Iyad confirmed in a 
newspaper interview yesterday that 
PLO youths last October planned to 
kill King Hussein during the Arab 
summit in Rabat. Iyad, number-two 
man in the PLO, said in the weekly 
newspaper dialogue he sympathized 
with the “Palestinian youths.” but 
he dd not claim PLO's respousi- 
bility for the abortive plot. 


European and Arab youth

— The Fourth International 
Tounreabs of Political Youth Move- 
ments from uropean and Arab 
countries has voted here in favour 
of Palestinian nationhood and re- 
cognition of the Palestine Liberation 
Organization. 

At a congress held this weekend 
by 25 delegations, with observers 
from 30 other countries, “Arab-Eu- 
Tropean cooperation” and “Justice 
and Peace for Palestine’ were the 


principal themes discussed. The par- 
ticipants included delegations from 
France's left-wing Gaullist Young 
Progressive Front, the Young Com- 
munist Movement and the leftwing 
Young Radicals, the West German 
Junge Union and the British Stu- 
dents’ Union. 

Most of the delegates resurrected 
Yasser Arafat's favourite themes 
from his U.N. speech and clamaured 
for “a democratic and secular 
state,” although the PLO leader did 
not in fact use the word “secular.”

The fighting north of Saigon 
was stepped up again Monday, as 
Communist commandos penetrated 
the town of Bo Duc, inflicting more 
than 110 casualties on government 
militiamen, according to military 
sources.

IN A SPHQCH last week to the 
Nato winter council meeting, 
U.S. Secretary of State Henry 
Kissinger expressed concern that 
the present world economic and 
energy crisis could lead to an 
erosion of the Nato alliance 
and its military strength, He 
said as well that the only hope 
of avoiding the “demoralization” 
of the West was through great- 
er coordination between the U.S. 
and Europe on energy and eco- 
nomics.

Now 
the U.S. and Europe will try 
to formulate a common position 
on how to pay for oil and re- 
eycle the moneys back from the 
Producer states, who are in no 
position to use all of the funds 
they earn. This common posi- 
tion would then be presented 
at ἃ conference with the con- 
sumer countries. 

Certainly this is a more pro- 
mising programme than the pre- 
sent solo effort of some indus- 
trialized nations to scamper after 
unilateral deals with the oil- 
producing countries, no matter 
what the political price that 
must be paid. For this breeds 
precisely the kind of economic 
nationalism and disintegration of 
Western cooperation which Dr. 
Kissinger fears. 

‘However the question is whe- 
ther even such coordination can 
be a real solution to the West's 
economic malady, of inflation 
coupled with stagnation, which 


has been brought about largely 
by_the oil crisis. 

Tn the inner councils of Nato 
there is no doubt a keen aware- 
ness that the oil-fed economic 
crisis lowers European military 
capacity in the face of a con- 
tinuing and concerted build-up 
by the Warsaw Pact nations. 
Moreover it serves up the spectre 
of Western disintegration in a 
way which must tempt the So- 
viet Union to devise policies de- 
signed to help the process along.

as yet no public aware- 
ness of the coalition, unplan- 
ned and undirected, between oil 
and the Kremlin. On the con- 
trary, public opinion in the va- 
rious western countries tends to 
focus on the economic commis- 
sions or omissions of the in- 
dividual governments. The result 
is a collection of harassed na- 
tional leaders pressed to find 
immediate national solutions for 
problems they are in no posi- 
tion to_control 

Dr. Kissinger has said there 
is no new Keynes available to 
provide a new theoretical basis 
for the present problems of the 
world economy. But more to 
the point there is no Churchill 
or Roosevelt to provide political 
direction and drive that will pre- 
vent a West mortgaged to oil 
money and subject to the threat 
of Soviet military power. 

Perhaps the deepening crisis 
will itself serve to awaken the 
West to the genuine political 
and perhaps military dangers it 
faces. But for the present it is 
disarray and weakness that do- 
mimate the scene.

ive up its special tax privile 
ay if negotiated ve in Fine 
case of the airline ‘pilots, yet also 
backed up by the same awesome 
power to paralyse the country. So 
Jong as the airline pilots continue 
to enjoy their exceptional tax ar- 
rangements, how can anyone logi- 
cally refuse to give the same pri- 
vileges to seamen, or similar tax 
privileges to others? How can one 


convince the employees of the 
Electrical Corporation to give up 
their free electricity as long as the 
families of airline pilots have free 
family trips abroad, not even men- 
tioning the immunity from all tra- 
vel taxes which they also demand.

ZON EN ZEB is a luxurious Catholic 
holiday home in Westende, a tiny Belgian 
sea-side resort, During the season it is used 
mainly by families with young children. 
Currently it houses several dozen Belgian 
paraplegics and shout 200 Jews. 

“You can tell the Jews easily,” said a 
young social worker cheerfully, “they go 
about on their own feet.” One can also 
.tell them by their bleak faces and doleful 
demeanour, 

It is not unusual to find hapless Jews 
even in our time, but it is rare to find 
them in the care of a Catholic charity. 
These Jews moreover —- and they include 
not only the 200 in Westende but some 
600 others scattered round Brussels — are 
not in flight from a place of persecution 
to one of refuge, they are migrants from 
thelr very own Jewish State. Aguin, such 
migrants are not uncommon. There has 
always been a two-way traffic to and from 
tarael. ᾿ ἢ 

What makes the 800 or so Jews in 
Brussels and Weatende so newsworthy is 
that they are Russian, and Russian Jews 
have come to figura in the public -tmagi- 
nation as martyra who have been ready 
to hazard their homes, possessions, careers, 
prospects and personal safety for the hope 
of settling in Israel. In Israel they were 
regarded ag the confirmation of the Zion- 
ist belief that a Jewish State would lead 
to a r of Jewish feeling even 
where it was long dormant or suppressed. 
Their example was an inspiration to the 
entire diaspora.

Leaving Israel 


There may have been individual antl 
Semites but there waa no institutional antl-

have not the slightest interest to lve in 
Israel and who would have been content 
to remain in Russia, sre now regarded 
as crypto-Zionists. They are finding it more 
difficult to advance to the higher posts, 
and as a result many of them, too, are 
applying to leave. This tertiary stream is 
and will be forming a growing component 
of the Russian exodus. It means that an 
increasing number of Russian Jews will 
be leaving Israel as soon as they have 
gathered enough money and breath to do 
so, and many others are in fact by-passing 
Israel altogether. 

About 100,000 Russian Jews have settled 
in Israel in the past few years of whom 
some 3,000 have left and they have form- 
ed smail transitory communities in Rome, 
Paris, West Berlin. They have, not been 
welcomed anywhere. Since the end of Au- 
gust over a thousand of them streamed 
into Belgium. Some appear to have con- 
siderable private means, most are desti-
